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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 . 1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1. 1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1. 17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 07/19/05 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claim 29 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Seo (USP 
6009030) (previously cited) in view of Mizuguchi (USP 6414363) (previously cited). 

Seo discloses in figure 1 a delay circuit, comprising: 2n+l nodes (nodes between EQ and 
the NOR gate in circuit 1 1) defined in series, n being a natural number, a first node receiving a 
logical signal (EQ); 2n inverters (IN), each inverter arranged between adjacent nodes of the 2n+l 
nodes; a capacitor (C) of an n-MOS type coupled between an even node and a power source line 
(line); and a NOR gate coupled to the first node and the (2n+l)th node. Figure 1 fails to show 
that at least one of the inverters includes a pair of transistors, a gate threshold voltage of each 
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gate of the pair of transistors being shifted in mutually opposing directions. However, 
Mizuguchi's figure 10 shows a delay circuit having inverters connected in series, wherein at least 
one of the inverters includes a pair of transistors, a gate threshold voltage of each gate of the pair 
of transistors being shifted in mutually opposing directions. Mizuguchi's figure 10 has the 
advantage of eliminating sub-threshold current. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one 
having ordinary skill in the art to use Mizuguchi's inverters for Seo's inverter for the purpose of 
eliminating sub-threshold current. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1 5, 22-24 and 32 are allowed.
